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Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 1 21 : 

I. Claims 25-42, drawn to a corrosion inhibiting system, classified in class 
252, subclass 387. 

II. Claims 43-59, drawn to a method of inhibiting corrosion of a substrate, 
classified in class 427, subclass 384. 

III. Claims 60-72, drawn to a method of inhibiting corrosion of substrate of a 
metal including aluminum, classified in class 427, subclass 402. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I and (II and III) are directed to an unrelated product and processes. 

Product and process inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that the product cannot 
be used in, or made by, the process. See M PEP § 802.01 and § 806.06. In the instant 
case, the process of inhibiting corrosion of a substrate ( Inventions II and III) clearly do 
not make the corrosion inhibiting system of invention I since said processes inherently 
result in a coated metal substrate, wherein such a coated substrate is excluded from 
invention I which is drawn to a metal substrate that has not been coated by "the material 
operable to form a coating". 

3. Inventions II and III are directed to related process of inhibiting corrosion. The 
related inventions are distinct if the (1) the inventions as claimed are either not capable 
of use together or can have a materially different design, mode of operation, function, or 
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effect; (2) the inventions do not overlap in scope, i.e., are mutually exclusive; and (3) the 
inventions as claimed are not obvious variants. See MPEP § 806.05G). In the instant 
case, the inventions as claimed have a materially different design in that Invention II 
claims require an oxo-anion including the general formula A N 0 N whereas Invention III 
claims have NO requirement that an oxo-anion includes the general formula A N 0 N . 
Invention III claims on the other hand do require forming a supramolecule of an oxo- 
anion and oxidic acid which is not required by the claims of Invention II. Furthermore, 
there is nothing of record to show them to be obvious variants. 

4. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required 
because the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art due to their 
recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is 
proper. 

5. A telephone call was made to Michael L. Taylor on 06/08/06 to request an oral 
election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being 
made. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention.
